On September 15, 2005, MCJ Inmate was returning to the 2600/2800 Module and approached 
Deputy McCarthy and asked to be moved to another module. Inmate told Deputy McCarthy that 
he did not want to be housed in the 2600/2800 Module because the module trustees were rival 
gang members and he did not want to be attacked by other gang members. Inmate watched 
other inmates as he talked to Deputy McCarthy. Deputy McCarthy directed Inmate to wait in the 
laundry room until the module officer opened the row gate, then Deputy McCarthy would have 
an opportunity to talk with Inmate and check to see if there was room in another module. 
However, without warning, Inmate grabbed Deputy McCarthy by the shirt and attempted to push 
him to the side. Deputy McCarthy punched Inmate once in the face, and Inmate released his 
grasp. Inmate again reached for Deputy McCarthy, and Deputy McCarthy pushed Inmate back, 
then maneuvered in behind Inmate and took Inmate to the floor. Deputy McCarthy was holding 
Inmate down, struggling and fighting with him, when Deputy McCarthy radioed for assistance. 
As assisting deputies arrived, Inmate was pushing himself up off of the floor, and kicking at 
another deputy. Inmate resisted all attempts to being handcuffed. As Inmate was continuing to 
get up and resist, assisting Deputy Corrales kneed Inmate twice in the face, causing Inmate to 
fall back to the floor. Other assisting deputies were then able to pull Inmate's arms behind his 
back and handcuff him without further incident. Inmate sustained a fractured nose, a broken right 
cheek bone, a dislocated right shoulder, a sprained left ankle, and a two inch abrasion to his 
forehead. No deputies were injured. 


On January 12, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee 
were: MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force; and MMP 
§ 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force, and MMP § 3-01/025. 10: Unreasonable Force, the Committee 
determined that the force used by the deputies was reasonable and necessary andin compliance 
with Department policy. MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards, the Committee 
determined that a\ tactics employed by the deputies in this incident were within Department

On Saturday, October 15, 2005, Sergeants Richard Smith and John Harris of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau responded to Men’s Central Jail, regarding a use of force resulting in Suspect Donnieyell 
Ferguson having broken bones in his face. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from reports written by and 
interviews of the involved employees and witnesses, whose individual statements are 
summarized in this report.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 


The incident location was a large room with one bag of trash against a wall. There was 
nothing else in the room. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 
Deputy McCarthy used personal weapons by punching Suspect Ferguson with his fist, 
placed a headlock on Suspect Ferguson and used this leverage to pull Suspect Ferguson 


off balance and used his body weight to restrain Suspect Ferguson. 


Deputy Aguilar used a firm grip control hold and kneed Suspect Ferguson two times in 
the lower back. 
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Deputy Corrales kneed Suspect Ferguson two times in the face. 


Deputy truck Suspect Ferguson two times with his flashlight on the lower part of 
his legs. 


Deputy Pries struck Suspect Ferguson two times in the face with his fist.

LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS; 


This incident occurred inside the Laundry Room for Modules 2600 and 2800. Standard 
lighting was in place. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Scott McCarthy, EO Oo 


Deputy McCarthy said that he was entering Module 2600/2800 escorting inmates with passes 
when he was approached by Suspect Ferguson. Suspect Ferguson told him that he wanted to be 
moved to another module. Due to the need to put the other inmates into their modules, he 
directed Suspect Ferguson to wait in the Laundry Room until he had the opportunity to talk to 
him. He said that Suspect Ferguson was hesitant, but did comply. 


Deputy McCarthy said that after he had put the other inmates iato their respective modules, he 
went to the Laundry Room and contacted Suspect Ferguson, who was standing just inside the 
Laundry Room door. He said that Suspect Ferguson told him that be was a “Hoover” gang 
member and that he did not want to be attacked by rival gang members. He said that as they 
talked, Suspect Ferguson continually looked over his shoulder, past him, possibly at the inmate 
workers who were walking around in the haliway. 
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Deputy McCarthy said that as they were talking, without warning, Suspect Ferguson suddenly 
grabbed his shirt and attempted to push him to the side. Deputy McCarthy said that he 
immediately punched Suspect Ferguson in the face and Suspect Ferguson released his grasp and 
moved back. Suspect Ferguson stepped toward him with his hands raised and reaching for him. 
He said that he determined that Suspect Ferguson was going to continue hts assault on him and 
he pushed Suspect Ferguson back toward a wall. He then maneuvered behind Suspect Ferguson, 
grabbed Suspect Ferguson around his neck and took him to the ground. 


Deputy McCarthy said that they fell to the ground, Suspect Ferguson was face down and he was 
on Suspect Ferguson’s back with his right arm around Suspect Ferguson’s neck. He said that as 
they struggled on the ground, he continued to try and control Suspect Ferguson, but was 
unsuccessful. At this point Deputy McCarthy requested assistance for a Deputy involved in a 
fight. Suspect Ferguson continued to fight, attempting to strike Deputy McCarthy with his 
elbows. Suspect Ferguson then attempted to push himself up off the ground at which time 
Deputy McCarthy used his body weight to keep Suspect Ferguson on the ground, 


Deputy McCarthy said that Suspect Ferguson was able to raise his upper body off the ground and 
he saw an unknown deputy knee Suspect Ferguson in the face two times which caused Suspect 
Ferguson to fall back to the ground. Suspect Ferguson continued to fight by kicking and 
attempting to strike him with his elbows. He said that unknown deputies were able to gain 
control of Suspect Ferguson’s arms, pulling his arms behind his back, at which time he was able 


to handcuff Suspect Ferguson. 


Deputy McCarthy said that O. C. spray was not an option due to the attack being without 
warning. He did not see anyone strike Suspect Ferguson with an impact weapon. 


Deputy Jose Aguilar, EO O |] 


Deputy Aguilar said that he responded to Module 2600/2800 Laundry Room regarding radio 
traffic of a deputy involved in a fight. As he entered the Module, he was directed by an inmate 
worker to the Laundry Room. From the open doorway, he saw Deputy McCarthy engaged in a 
fight with Suspect Ferguson. He immediately went to the location of the fight and dropped to his 
knees on Suspect Ferguson’s right side. 


Deputy Aguilar said that he began ordering Suspect Ferguson to stop fighting as he grabbed 
Suspect Ferguson’s right arm as he attempted to lift himself off the ground. He said that he 
attempted to place Suspect Ferguson's arm behind his back; however, Suspect Ferguson 
continued fighting and resisting as well as attempting to free himself from Deputy Aguilar's 
grasp. He said that he was concerned that he would lose control of Suspect Ferguson and kneed 
Suspect Ferguson two times in his lower back hoping to distract Suspect Ferguson and cause him 
to stop resisting. 


Deputy Aguilar said that after kneeing Suspect Ferguson, he was able to pull his right arm behind 
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his back as Deputy Pries was able to pull Suspect Ferguson’s left arm behind his back at which 
time Suspect Ferguson was handcuffed by Deputy McCarthy. He said that he did not see any one 
strike Suspect Ferguson with an impact weapon. He said that O. C. spray was not an option as he 
was using both hands to control Suspect Ferguson. 


Deputy Noah Corrales, EC 


Deputy Corrales said that he responded to Module 2600/2800 regarding radio traffic advising of 
a Deputy involved in a fight. When he arrived he went to the laundry and saw Deputy McCarthy 
lying on top of Suspect Ferguson with his arm around Suspect Ferguson’s neck as Suspect 
Ferguson attempted to push himself off the ground. He went 10 Deputy McCarthy’s side and 
positioned himself at Suspect Ferguson’s head. He began pushing down on Suspect Ferguson’s 
head to prevent Suspect Ferguson from rising as he ordered Suspect Ferguson to stop fighting. 


Deputy Corrales said that as he was pushing down on Suspect Ferguson's head, he looked up and 
saw that Suspect Ferguson was kicking at Dep A: In order to stop Suspect Ferguson from 
kicking and possibly injuring Deputy: kneed Suspect Ferguson in the face two times 
with his right knee. He said that his knee strikes had minimal effect and he again began pushing 
down on Suspect Ferguson’s head. Deputy personnel were then able to handcuff Suspect 


Ferguson. 


Deputy Corrales said that O. C. spray was not an option due to the close proximity of deputy 
personnel and the cross contamination that would result. He said that he did not see any deputy 
personnel use any type of impact weapon during the incident.

Deputy aid that he responded to Module 2600/2800 regarding radio traffic requesting 
assistance for a Deputy invoived fight. When he arrived at the module he entered the Laundry 
Room and saw Deputy McCarthy lying on top of Suspect Ferguson attempting to control him 
with his right arm around Suspect Ferguson’s neck. 


Deputy aid that Deputy Aguilar went to the upper body of Suspect Ferguson and he went 
to Suspect Ferguson’s legs. He saw Deputy Aguilar attempting to control Suspect Ferguson’s 
right arm as Deputy Aguilar ordered Suspect Ferguson to stop resisting. As this was occurring, 
he saw Deputy Aguilar knee Suspect Ferguson in the right rib area. 


Deputy sai that he saw Suspect Ferguson attempt to push himself up from the ground as 
he began kicking at him. He struck Suspect Ferguson two or three times in the ankle to stop him 
from kicking. Suspect Ferguson stopped kicking and was handcuffed by Deputy McCarthy with 
the assistance of Deputies Aguilar and Pries.

Deputy John Pries, ma 


Deputy Pries said that he responded to Module 2600/2800 regarding a request for assistance for a 
deputy involved in a fight. Upon entering the module he heard the sounds of a struggle 
emanating from the Laundry Room. As he entered the Laundry Room he saw deputy personnel 
attempting to gain control of Suspect Ferguson. He said Suspect Ferguson was lying face down, 
kicking his legs “violently” at deputy personnel. 


Deputy Pries said that he immediately ran to Suspect Ferguson and struck him in the face with 
his fist one or two times. Suspect Ferguson stopped fighting and he was able to gain control of 
Suspect Ferguson’s left arm and place it behind his back. He said that Deputy Aguilar had 
control of Suspect Ferguson’s right arm and Deputy McCarthy was able to handcuff Suspect 
Ferguson. 


Deputy Pries said that he did not see anyone strike Suspect Ferguson with an impact weapon or 
did he see anyone strike Suspect Ferguson at any time. He said that O. C. spray was not an 
option due to the close proximity of deputy personnel. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


Custody Assistant Bradley Sato, EO O | 


Custody Assistant Sato said that he was in the Officer’s Staff Station at Module 2600 when he 
heard a “scuffling” noise coming from the Laundry Room which is directly across from his 
location. He said that he looked up and saw Deputy McCarthy holding Suspect Ferguson by “the 
collar area,” holding Suspect Ferguson against the back wal! of the Laundry Room. Immediately 
upon seeing Deputy McCarthy he began to exit the Staff Station. He saw five or six inmate 
workers enter the Laundry Room. He said that he went to tke doorway of the Laundry Room, 
saw that Deputy McCarthy had a hold of Suspect Ferguson’s neck and appeared to have control 
of Suspect Ferguson. He immediately began ordering the inmate workers out of the Laundry 
Room. He escorted the inmate workers away from the Laundry Room and maintained security as 
deputies emered the Laundry Room. He did not see any deputies use impact weapons or strike 
Suspect Ferguson in any way.

Custody Assistant Stevenson said that he saw Deputy McCarthy teli Suspect Ferguson to wait for 
him in the Laundry Room. He said that Suspect Ferguson’s body language was “aggressive” 
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telling Deputy McCarthy that he was not going to enter the Module. He said that he began doing 
computer work when he heard Deputy McCarthy tell Suspect Ferguson to stay in the Laundry 
Room. 


Custody Assistant Stevenson said that “a couple of seconds later” he heard “a commotion.” He 
went to the officer’s gate and began to unlock the gate. He then saw Custody Assistant Sato exit 
the module and order the inmate workers to step back from the Laundry Room area. He said that 
he was securing the “2” gate and looked into the Laundry Room. He said that he saw Deputy 
McCarthy with his knee in Suspect Ferguson’s back and heard radio traffic concerning a deputy 
involved in a fight. He saw deputies arrive, but did not see what occurred in the Laundry Room 
after the deputies entered. 


Inmate} as interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant John Harris on the night 
of the incident. The following is a summary of that interview. 


Inmate | sd that he was outside of the Laundry Room and saw Suspect Ferguson 
leave his cel] for pill call. After pill call, Suspect Ferguson did not return to his cell, but rather 
remained in the hallway “roaming.” He said that Suspect Ferguson had told the deputy that he 
did not want to be housed in Module 2600/2800 and that the deputy had told Suspect Ferguson to 
wait in the Laundry Room and he would see what he could do about changing his housing 
location. He said that when the deputy went to the Laundry Room to talk to Suspect Ferguson, 
he saw Suspect Ferguson push the deputy and try to get past him. As Suspect Ferguson pushed 
past the deputy, Suspect Ferguson yelled “Fuck you.” He said that he did not see anything else 
and was directed by a Custody Assistant to move away from the Laundry Room. 


Inmate as interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Richard Smith on the 
night of the incident. The following is a summary of that interview. 


uee aid that he was working as an inmate worker for Modules ii nd 
He was outside the module, standing near the stairs when he saw Suspect Ferguson talking with 
Deputy McCarthy. Suspect Ferguson appeared upset and was arguing with Deputy McCarthy. 
He said that Suspect Ferguson was standing in the doorway to the laundry room and Deputy 
McCarthy was standing between the laundry room door and the officer’s “cage.” He said that 
Suspect Ferguson suddenly rushed at Deputy McCarthy and grabbed Deputy McCarthy by his 
shirt. Deputy McCarthy grabbed Suspect Ferguson and took him to the ground to control him. A 
Custody Assistant (NED) came and told him to go to the Day Room and he did not see anything 
else. mna M.. that Deputy McCarthy was only defending himself during the 
incident. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 
Donnieyell Ferguson, BK#8705115 


Suspect Ferguson was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Richard Smith on 
October 24, 2005. The following is a summary of that interview. 


Suspect Ferguson said that approximately five minutes after dinner had been served four inmates 
came to him and told him that they were getting him out of his cell in order for him to fight 
another inmate. He gathered his belongings and when the deputy opened his cell he exited and 
walked to the front gate. He saw a deputy at the gate and told him about the inmate who wanted 
to fight. The deputy told him to go into the Laundry Room. He went into the Laundry Room and 
he saw other inmates coming toward the Laundry Room. He ran out and told the deputy the 
inmates were coming for him. The deputy told him to go back into the Laundry Room and then 
he (the deputy) walked away. Suspect Ferguson said that he then talked to a Custody Assistant 
who toid him to go back to the Laundry Room. He said that he went back to the Laundry Room 
at which time the deputy grabbed him, threw him across the Laundry Room and began hitting 
him in the face. He said that after the deputy had hit him and he had fallen to the ground, the 
deputy called for assistance. Other deputies arrived, but he was unable to identify them because 
he had passed out. Suspect Ferguson described the deputy as a M/W-30's, 5'5" tall with a bald 
head. He said that he did not push or hit the deputy at any time. 
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
